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PLUMS. 


The improved varieties of our Native Species have proven so much more 
valuable as an orchard crop with me, that little thought is given to further 
extension of experiment with either the Domesticas (the common garden 
plums) or Trifloras (Japan). The general condition of American farming of 
all kinds, at present, does not warrant or encourage experimenting; the 
margin of profit left to the producer, has dwindled to such diminutive pro- 
portions, that the concentration of effort on the most certain lines of the 
prevailing schedule of nominal remuneration, is imperative. The best vari- 
eties of our native plums, are more reliable as crop producers, —are better 
shippers, and will pay 100% more per acre, in a series of ten years; than 
peaches, or any other class of plums here. 

This does not seem to be the case in all sections, as the Japan plums are 
quite popular ina few localities. While in my own orchards, additional 
experience only tends to diminish the hope for reasonable profit, in their 
cultivation, and their entire abandonment as a market fruit is fully deter- 
mined upon. 

Believing that success in plum culture has for its ultimate and sure de- 
pendence, the improvement of our native species, and that little if any hope 
centres in foreign introduction, considerable effort has been expended in 
collecting and testing varieties, the parentage of which is purely American. 
Operations began on this line nearly twenty years ago, and unremittingly 
followed, have yielded substantial and gratifying evidences of its accuracy. 
For example—leaving out the greater certainty of crop production,—the 
fruit, last year (1894) in Baltimore and Philadelphia markets, sold for three 
to four times as much as did the fruit of Domesticas, shipped later in the 
season, to the same markets, from New York. Practical arguments such 
as the foregoing, loom up with the annwal crop of native plumshere. (‘‘An- 
nual crop” is used because it is a fact, that entire failure in a plum crop, has 
yet to occur with me.) They pay better »—they pay oftener, than any other 
tree fruit. Hence, more space is given in my Annual Catalogue, to this 
than to any other fruit.

The 
same apple is described in Downing’s 1st Appendix as Summer King.” And 
under this name I shall hereafter catalogue this fine variety. Its behavior 
with me, however, warrants the amending of above description as follows:— 
1st. It is quite vigorous in growth, instead of moderate. 2nd. Instead of 
the fruit being ‘‘large to very large”; above medium to large, more accurate- 
ly describes it.
